“Underground Railroad.” Escaped 
slaves were spirited to New Eng- 
land .and Canada to freedom in 
violation of the infamous Supreme 
Court “Dred Scott Decision”— 
which ruled slaves were “property” 
and every citizen must by law help 


The fight to abolish chattel 
slavery was first Sega gem 
organized in Allamuchy, New Jer- 
sey, by Benjamin Lundy in 1808. 
Lundy was a Quaker. He was said 
to be “the first mah to devote his 
life to the question of slavery” 
by Horace Greeley. 

Slavery was introduced into New 
Jersey by the Dutch prior to 1664, 
Slaves included whites and In- 
dians—as. well as Negroes.

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THE MESSAGE IS FRIENDSHIP ~ 
WE DON’T think it’s possible to find an ordinary 
American who would dispute these words: | 
“The method of negotiation must become the only 
- method of resolving international peace.” : 
That is a challenge placed before our country by 
Nikita Khrushchev, speaking for the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union. The Soviet Communist leader added:. 
“We want to be friends and to cooperate With the 
United States in the effort for peace and security of the 
-péoples as well as in the economic and cultural fields.” 
The Daily Worker has said for a long time that it is 
not enough when the two most powerful countries in the 
-world—the U. S. A. and USSR—merely tolerate one another 
without fighting. We have pointed out again and again that 
America’s self-interest requires American-Soviet friend- 


ship. This is what’ President Roosevelt stressed during the 


‘years of our war for survival. 
It was a notable feature of Khrushchev s historic re- 
rt—which covered a variety of other questions—that 
he dealt squarely with the main argument that capitalist 
spokesmen usé to prove that war is inevitable. How often 
have we been told that since the Communists believe that 
_ ultimately all the world will go Communist, war is in fact 
inevitable? 

Khrushchev, who expressed -the collective Marxist 
viewpoint of Soviet Communists, pointed out that “it is 
ridiculous to think that revolutions are made ‘to order.” 
He said that Communism would triumph in each ‘coun- 
try because the majority of working people would accept 
it, and not by interference of the Soviet Union in the af- 
fairs of other lands. ) 

Furthermore, Khrushchev also emphasized that the 
premise of the inevitability of war did not apply under 
present Circumstances when imperialism no longer rules 
the roost. There is a zone of peace, Khrushchev said, which 
includes not only the socialist countries, but millions in 
Asia and elsewhere, making up the majority of the human
